Tax This Week.

Washington, October 10.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—The consti- 
tutionality of the excise tax on gaso- 
jine in Georgia is before the United 
States supreme court, with a galaxy 
of legal talent from that state in 
Washington to argue it. The title 
of the case is the Texas company 
vs. J. J. Brown, commissioner of 
agriculture, the plaintiffs seeking to 
enjoin the collection of 1 cent a gal- 
lon on sales on the ground of ex- 
cessive fees, and interference with 
interstate commerce. 

The case has already been ‘heard 
before three federal judges, Sibley, of 
the northern district of Georgia; 
Evans, of the southern district, and 
R*W. Walker, of the fifth judicia! 
circuit. 

The tax was held legal by the 
opinion of Judges Sibley and Evans. 
Judge Walker concurred upon the 
Main points, but gave it as his opin- 
ion that the fees exacted were ex- 
essive, as were inspection fees. 

Ex-Governor John M,. Slaton is 
here appearing for the appellants, as 
is also James L. Nesbitt, of New 
York. Appearing for the state of 
Georgia are Attorney-General George 
M. Napier and Mark Bolding, of 
Dursey, Brewster, - Howell & Heyman. 

In addition to the brief, the coun- 
sel for the state wil contend that in 
two decisions rendered sinec this 
case was decided by the three judges, 
the supreme court of the United 
States hag decided exactly the same 
principle, sustaining tne _  state’s 
right to impose the tax required of 
the Texas company. 

Several other oil cOmpanies fol- 
lowed the example of the Texas 

mpany, and sougnt to enjoin the 
colléction of such taxes. By agree- 
ment f counsel, the fees, now 
amounting to over $100,000, have 
been deposited in bank by P. H. Mell, 
assistant state oil inspector for 
Georgia, and are held pending the 
decision of the United States su- 
preme court in the Texas company’s 
case. ’

A great many of us grow up with- 
out having had measles or scarlet 
fever, and after childhood immunity 
unquestionably increases, so that 
few adults are susceptible enough 
to contract measles provided they 
are reasonably intelligent about 
avoiding infection. Hundreds of 
dectors and nurses habitually ex- 
posed to measles, scarlet fever and 
other communicable diseases, have 
never had these diseases in child- 
hood and, by intelligent precau- 
tions in caring, for patients, escape 
infection in adult life. 

The virus (no specific germ is 
recognized) is most virulent in the 
Stage before the skin eruption, 
when the patient is just coming 
down with what usually is termed 
a “cold.” With the appearance of 
the eruption, after three or four 
days of coryza, feverishness and 
coughing the virulence or infectivity 
of measles seems to diminish again 
rapidly, so that the danger from 
personal contact with the patient 
steadily decreases and is practically 
over at the end of a week or ten 
days from the initial coryza- 

Now it is customary to exclude 
children from schoo] when they 
have measles, and in some commu- 
nities to isolate them for ten days, 
as a measure of safety for others. 
But this is of little value as a pre- 
ventive precaution, -because the 
child coming down with measles 
has “peppered” al] his schoolmates

AS has been remarked be- 
fore, there is enough of black-faced 
work to allow it to remain in that 
category, but the principal enter- 
tainment, I believe, could better be 
termed musical extravaganza, sans 
girls, than anything else—and at 
that they ring in a female imper- 
sonator to furnish the touch of 
femininity, 

A distinctly novel show and a 
distinctly entertaining sfow is the 
result. The first part setting is ag 
gorgeous a piece of the art of the 
scenic artist as Atlanta has ever 
seen and the scores of tableaux 
that follow are marked by the same 
lavish expenditure on scenic invegs- 
titure. 

Every ensemble is colorful until 
it approaches the art of Bakst, and 
there is something of the unique in 
every one of them.

Sitely blended. 

Nothing ¢an' be asked of the en- 
semble vocalization. I don’t re- 
call having heard a minstrel com- 
pany sing so well as a company, 
but there was something to be 
asked in the choice of ballads. 
However, Jack Richards brought 
the first part to a close in a blaze 
of glory with his “Molly Darling,” 
raised the audience to a 
dous pitch of enthusiasm with a 
medley of old songs, and stopped 
the show with the popular “Do You 
Ever Think of Me?” supported by 
the chorus. Ricnards leaves noth- 
ing to be desired as a ballad sing- 
er. His voice is round, musical, 
and cultured. He has dramatic 
power and a stage presence remi- 
niscent of Charles Hackett. . Scoff 
if you will, but the minstrel man, 
who looks so much like the opera 
star, sings with _decidedly more 
confidence, and his voice lends it- 
self more to creating hhman emo- 
tions than the more distinguished 
artist, who might be his looking 
glass. 

Probably the biggest individual 
hit of the evening was the harmon- 
izing of Richards and Billy Church 
in “Wyoming Lullaby,” a popular 
melody that lent. itself splendidly to 
the biending of their voices. 

Space is short but it would. be 
injustice not to mention the hunt-

ON ROAD MEASURE 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON.

Washington, October 10.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—-The sen- 
ate and house conferees agreed to- 
day on the federal aid road bil), 
and the same will be rushed through 
congress this week so that there 
shall be no interference with road- 
building programs in the various 
states. The conferees unanimously 
accepted the main features of the 
house bill, which is practically the 
same as the existing federal aid 
law, with two or three strengthen- 
ing senate amendments. Senator 
Watson, of Georgia, who has been 
one of the moS8t active members in 
holding out for no abridgement of 
state rights, won out in striking 
the clause for a federal publicity or 
investigation bureau. 

The expense allowance was limit- 
ed by the conferees to 2 1-2 per cent, 
which is bh one-half of one per cent 
reduction in the provision of the 
house bill. 

A compromise was reached on the 
width of the interstcte federal aid 
roads, the senate bill providing for 
20 feet. The conferees agreed upon 
18 feet. 

As the bill stands, 
pass at once without further alter- 
ations, it carries an appropriation 
of $75,000,000 for the ensulins, fiscal 
year, Which places Georgia’s quota 
ag $ 2,000,000 in round figures. 

Under its provisions, 7 per cent 
of the entire road mileage of a state 
eligible oe federal aid, and of this 
total of 7 per cent 3 per cent mini- 
mum - must be interstate highways 
and the other 4 per cent, or less, 
intrastate highways. 

The bill is generally regarded as 
satisfactory, and a determination 
in both branches of congress to 
rush it through shows the first di- 
rect evidence of constructive legis- 
lation during the special session.
